20.—The trial of Charles a Morgan, alias 
Morganfield and C. J. Searcy, the alleged 
Aquia Creek train robbers, began here to- 
day. Stafford Court-house is more like a 
place where a train might be successfully 
held up, than where the perpetrators of one 
of the most daring train robberies on record 
are to be tried. The Court-house, the 
jail, the clerk's house, two stores 
and one other house constitute the village. 
It is. four miles from the railroad, in the 


has a lonely dreary aspect. Te-day it is 
thronged with country people and others. 

Morganfield and rey were taken by 
Sheriff Kennedy from the Fredericksburg 
jail at an early hour this morning to the 
depot to await the arrival of the train.

The robbery occurred on Friday, Novem- 
ber 12, 1894, on the Richmond, Fredericks- 
burg and Potomac Railroad at Aquia 
Creek, fifty-one miles from Washington, 
and the men secured $25,000 from an express 
car. One of the men, alleged to be Searcy, 
kept off the éntire train crew while the 
other man, claimed to be Morganfield, blew 
open the express car door with dynamite 
and ripped open the pouches he thought 
contained valuables or money, and, plac- 
ing all the plunder in one pouch, threw it 
to his pal. Morganfield had forced the 
messenger and other men in the express car 
to turn over to him their weapons, which he 
contemptuously tossed out of the window, 
wanting to know if they were the best 
the company furnished its men.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. W. — Three 
prominent labor leaders, Samuel Gompers, 
ex-President of the American Federation of 
Labor, and the Legislative Committee of
